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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art consists of Nagai et al, Sugiyama, Stern and Brill. However, the closest prior 
art does not suggest the invention as a whole. Nagai et al and Sugiyama both teach Ni- 
base brazing alloys with Cr, P and Si, but with no mention of Al, Ca, Y or Misch metal. 
While Stern and Brill do suggest adding one or more of these elements to a Ni-base 
alloy, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have arrived at the present invention. 
Brill, as pointed out by Applicant, is not directed to a brazing alloy which, particularly, 
does not include 4-8 wt% P, and thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
been motivated to add the elements taught by Brill in an alloy of Nagai et al or 
Sugiyama. This can be seen in Table 1 of Applicant's declaration under 37 CFR § 
1 .132, where the alloy that contains only 0.05 wt% P, such as an alloy of Brill, cannot be 
used for brazing at 1 100°C as claimed. Thus, there is no reasonable expectation of 
successfully applying the Al, Ca or Misch metal (rare earths) of Brill to the different alloy 
of Nagai et al or Sugiyama. Stern, as pointed out by Applicant, requires a total of 2.51 
to 5.06 wt% of Al+Y. Thus, Stern actually teaches away from using only 0.01-0.1 0 wt% 
of Al, Y, Ca and/or Misch metal. Therefore, independent claim 1 is allowable over the 
prior art of record. Dependent claim 2 is allowable for at least these reasons.
